nus, who had been conſecrated Archbiſhop 
? of Vork by Juſtus, Archbiſhop of Can- 
/ terbury, cauſed a little Oratory of Wood to be 
built where the Church now ſtands, which was de- 
4 dicated to St. Peter, wherein, on the 12th of April, 
627, 108 Years after the Coming of the Saxons 
| into Britain, the King and his two Sons, Osfrid and 
' Edfrid, were baptized. By the Biſhop's Directions 
he there began to build a magnificent Fabric of 
Stone, incloſing this Oratory, which till ſerved for 
ſolemnizing Divine Offices till the other was finiſh- 
ed. The Building went on very faſt, but ſcarcely 
were the walls got ſo far as to be fit for roofing, 
when the Royal Founder was lain in a Battle with 
Cacdwell, King of Wales, at Hethfeld, now called 
,Hatheld Chace, in Yorkſhice, 1 
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In this Manner the Church lay neglected for bs 8 


Time, till Oſwald, Succeſſor to Edwin, about the 
Year 632 compleated the Building; but ſcarce] 

was it brought to Perfection, when Oſwald was 
likewiſe ſlain in Battle by Penda, the Pagan King 
of Mercia, and his new- erected Structure was nearly 


demoliſhed. 


In this ruinous Condition did Alfrid find it on his 
being made Archbiſhop in the Year 669; but he 
reſtored it to its former Grandeur, and thus it ſtood 
400 Years, during which Time we have no Record 
of any Addition or Improvement being made, ex- 


Cept that a noble Library was beſtowed upon it by 


Archbiſhop Egbert, about the Year 740. 
In the Year 1069 the Northumbrians, aided by 
the Danes, ſeeking to throw off the Norman Yoke, 


the Garriſons in the Caſtle, fearing leſt the Houſes 
in the Suburbs might ſerve the Enemy to fill up the 


Ditches, ſet fire to them, which, ſpreading farther 
than was intended, burnt down great Part of the 


City, and with it the Cathedral and its moſt valu- 


able Library fell in almoſt one common Ruin. 
The ancient Fabric thus deſtroyed, the Canons 
were expelled from their Stalls, and the Revenues 


of the Church ſeized by the Conqueror; but after 


ſome Time, having made I homas, his Chaplain 


and Treaſurer, Archbiſhop of this Province, he re- 


ſtored the Temporalities to him. This Prelate took 
Poſſeſſion of the Dioceſe in the Year 1070, and re- 


built the Church with more than its former Magnifi- 


cence, in which State it remained till the Year 1137, 
when, on the 4th of June, a caſual Fire, which began 


in the City, burnt down the Cathedral again, and 
with it St. Mary's Abbey and 39 Pariſh Churches.

What follows relates to the Fabric that is now 


ſtanding. 


Walter Grey, who facceeded Roger in the Arch- 
biſhopric, built the South Part of the Croſs Aiſle, or 


Tranſept, in the Year 1227. 


John Le Romain, Treaſurer of the Church, 
built the North Part of the ſame Tranſept in the 
Year 1260—he added alſo a Steeple, which was af- 


terwards exchanged for that now remaining. 


John Le Romain, Archbiſhop, and Son to the 


Treaſurer, laid the Foundation of the great Nave 


in the Year 1291. 

William de Melton, Afchbiſhop, finiſned the 
Nave with its two Towers about the Vear 1330. 
John Thoreſby, Archbiſhop, took down the Choir 
that had been built by Archbiſhop Roger, and laid 


the firſt Stone of the preſent Choir in the Year 


1361. He contributed 16701. to the Work, and 
finiſhed it about the Year 1370. 
Walter Skirlaw, Biſhop of Durham, formerly a 


Prebendary of Lork, built the preſent Steeple in the

The Right Hon. CHARLES Howard's, Earl of 
Carliſle, is a modern Marble Monument, within a, 
rich Iron Palliſade againſt the Wall, compoſed of 
two  Pilaſters, a circular Pediment, &c. adorned 


with Cherubims, Coats of Arms, a Buſt, and Urns, 


Admiral MeDLEy's is a white veined Marble Mo- 
nument, with a Buſt, Arms, Devices, and Trophies 
or Inſignia, __ | 


Monument highly finiſhed ; at the Bottom are in- 


troduced the Arms on a Shield, with a Branch of 


Cypreſs on one Side, and a Laurel Branch on the 
other, tied with a Knot of Ribbon. On the Cen- 


tre is placed the Inſcription; on each Side a Pilaſter, 


decorated with dropping Feſtoons of Oak and Myr- 


tle, above which is placed an elegant Urn. The Pe- 


deſtal is of Dove Marble, on which is an Ivy Branch. 
The Ground is a beautiful variegated Marble. 

Dr. DEALTRY's is a Figure of Health in Alto 
Relievo, with her ancient Inſignia, bending over an 
Urp, and dropping a Chaplet, WiL- 
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William PearsoN's, LL. D. is a neat plain 
Monument againſt the Wall, with his Coat of Arms 


on the Top. 


Mrs. PENELOPE GinsoNn' s is a neat oval Com- 
partment, adorned with Cherubims, &c. 
SAMUEL 'I ERRICK's, M. A. is a neat modern 


Monument againſt the Wall, with his Coat of Arms 


on the Top Part, which 1s elegantly executed. | 
Mrs. PULLEYN's is a pyramidical Monument; at 
the Bottom are elegant Feſtoons of Oak, above 
which is the Inſcription. On each Side are placed, 
en a Ground of Dove Marble, dropping Feſtoons of 
Lillies ; above is an elegant Urn, on the Pedeſtal of 
which are placed the Arms, decorated on each Side 
with Cypreſs; the outward Ground 1s of a beautiful 
variegated Marble elegantly finiſhed, 
RiIcHARD WHARTON's. On the Inſcription 
Tablet ſtands an antique Sarcophagus, on which is 
his Coat of Arms, all of white Marble, with a 
black Ground of black Marble. 
JoHN FARR ABBoT's is a ſquare Tablet of white, 
farraunded with black Marble. | 
Miſs ELEANOR SWINBURNE, on a white Marble 
Vaſe, E. S. with black Marble as a back Ground. 
Sir GEORGE SAVILE's, On a very rich Pedeſtal 
{ſtands the Portrait of Sir George in full Length, 
reſting on a Column, with a Scroll in his Hand, on 
which is the Petition of the Freeholders of the 
County of York. The Whole is executed in white 
Marble, with a pyramidical Ground of Dove 
Marble, The Inſcription on the Pedeſtal bears 
Teſtimony of the great Reſpe& the County paid iN 
the Virtues of Sir George Savile. 


In the Eaſt End of the Choir. 


Archbiſhop STERNE's is of Marble in the mo- 
dern Taſte, erected within an lron Palliſade. Upon 
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the Pedeſtal Part a mitred Figure lies reclined, with 


his Head upon his Hand, and upon the two external 


Angles of the Pedeſtals are two winged little Boys 
weeping. Over the Figure is an Architrave, Frize, 
and Cornice, adorned with Drapery and Feſtoons ; 
over that is a ſemicircular Cornice, and his Coat of 


Arms. 


The Counteſs of CUMRBERLANPD's is a Table 
Tomb, ſupported by four ſwelling Vaſes, 

Archbiſhop ScRoPE's is a Gothic Tomb, about 
three Feet high, and eight Feet long; the Front 
Gothic Tracery, and Shields with Gothic Mouldings. 


He was beheaded in the Reign of Henry IV. 
- Archbiſhop FREwEN's is a large Structure, about 


20 Feet high and 10 broad, of the Corinthian Or- 
der. Upon the Pedeſtal Part lies a Figure at full 
Length, and the Whole decorated with ſmall Fi- 


ures, Books, Coats of Arms, &c. | 


Archbiſhop MaTaews's is of ancient Architec- 


ture; the firſt or Bottom Part is ſupported by four 
Columns, with three ſmall Figures between them. 
Upon the Cornice lies a Figure at full Length, and 
above that are two more Columns ſupporting a
